Hurrah for Kentucsy 
and boys enrolled in her Boys' Corn 
Clubs this year. Hurrah for Jefferson 
county! Over sixty boys enrolled in 
the Boys' Corn Clubs of Jefferson 
-county. Hurrah for South Jefferson! 
With two bovs, one getting 1464 
bushels of corn from his acre and 
taking first prize in the county con- 
test and another taking second prise, 
getting 141 bushels from his acre.and 
«ne farmer, Mr. Gallreln, getting 130 
bushels per acre from ten acres. 

I heard two prominent men from a 
more favored section ot Jefferson 
county than South Jefferson is sup. 
posed to be say that 15 or 80 bushels 
were the best they could do, and one 
of them said he was going to see that 
ten acres and that corn. He had 
never seen as much as 100 bushels 
per acre. He says, "Show me." 
These gentlemen both lived out the 
Brownsboro road. When I had chil- 
dren in my home one of the tots four 
years old hearing me make some 
statement one day says, "Why, papa, 
that can't be so; I never heard of such 
a thing." 

Back in 1889 Mr. Z. J. Drake, of 
ilarlbora county, South Carolina, 
made 255 bushels of corns green 
weight, per acre: crib cured 239 bush- 
els. He used 1,000 bushels stable 
manure and 7.400 pounds commercial 
fertilizer per acre. His total expense 
on his acre was *264. This Is not a 
praclical crop, but in 1909 Mr. Batts, 
of Garner, N. C, raised 225 bushels 
on a contest acre at a cost of about 
27 cents per bushel, and in 1910 Jerrv 
Moore, of South Carolina, raised in 
boys' contest 228| bushels -at a cost of 
21 cents per bushel, and one Miss- 
issippi boy In 1911 raised 227 bushels 
at a cost of a little over 20 cents per 
bushel, and a lot of boys in Georgia 
In 1911 (40 bovs I think) made over 
130 bushels on their acres, average 
yieid at an average cost per bushel 
of 34 cents. 

This year in South Jefferson one 
boy on unfertilized land that was in 
potatoes last vear, got 90 bushels and 
45 pounds from his acre, weighed on 
the public scales and crib cured at 
21 cents per bushel. I believe all 
these boys used Batt's prolific corn, 
and not saying anything against 
any other kind of corn, so tor some 
■of the prolific kinds have made the 
largest yield, and not saying any- 
thing against any other part of Jeff- 
erson county, or of the State, a 
South Jefferson boy has won the 
county prize and is very likely to get 
the State prize. I will further say 
that South Jefferson extends from 
the city limits to Salt river, and there 
is not an acre, Ih ten acres, in this 
area that will not produce as much 
as these prize acres, If it is properly 
handled. Most of us, however, will 
only awake when the last trumpet 
Munds and then it will be too late. 

But Kentucky Is waking up and if 
Mr. McFerran and his coadjutors can 
do It, there will soon be demonstration 
work in every school district and 
primary vocational teaching, do- 
mestic science and agricultural 
accessible to all. The boys will show 
us "old fogies." -

Although various days of tnanksgiv- 
stt aside by the Continental 
Congress. 

In 1879 Representative Elias Bondi- 
not apuealeu to Congress for the es- 
tablUhmeutof a day of thanksgiving. 
Greatly opposed President Washing- 
ton issued a proclamation appointing 
Thanksgiving day Nov. 26. IJuite a 
few Presidents named various days, 
but it was decided upon by the Gov- 
ernor of the states. 

A great deal of credit is due Mrs. 
Sarah J. Hale for pur present obser- 
this glorious day. Mrs. 
Hale wrote personal letters to the 
nors of all the states and terri- 
i, asking them to appoint the 
last Thursday of November as a day 
of thanksgiving, that the day might 
have a national character. Mrs. 
Hale repeated this for a number of 
years and in 1859 all the states but 
two yielded to her request. 

During the civil war this special 
thanksgiving observance was again 
neglected, and after the battle of 
Gettysburg Mrs. Hale suggested a 
copy of President Washington's proc- 
lamation in 1789 be sent President 
Lincoln— that President Lincoln 
med August 6th as a day of na- 
tional Thanksgiving, praise and 
prayer. With one exception since 
then the Presidents have appointed 
the last Thursday of November as 
Thanksgiving day.

Three years ago Midway and the sur 
rounding country began to think It was 
time to have a twent'eth century school 
plant. They began to feel tha' It 
would be well to have a building as 
good as any of their churches. At 
first the general public shook Its head 
and mumbled under its breath, but 
gradually it began to see the wisdom 
of the movement and at last voted the 
funds necessary. 

While the trustees planned a school 
that should be a credit architecturally, 
they did not forget to buy enough 
ground to give the energetic young- 
sters that were to be trained ample 
elbow room. The beautiful building 
stands well back from the turnpike 
on five acres of fine blue grass land 
Behind and to one side of tbe school 
building Is a comfortable stable stalled 
to hold twenty-four horses. 

As is usual In school affairs all over 
the country, the trustees built this 
school with rn Idea of Its taking care 
of all the pupils in the district for the 
next fifty years. Now, after only two 
and a half years, they are beginning to 
see tbe natural result of a fine grow- 
ing school spirit among both children 
and parents. Today five grade and two 
htgb school teachers manage to teach 
the 250 boys and girls that are en 
rolled. This number is Just fifty more 
than were enrolled last year, it Is 
now plain that the school will have 
to add a new teacher each year to take 
care of tbe steady Increase, and In five 
more years an addition will have to be 
built to take care of the children. Be 
sides this yearly Increase, the trustees 
claim that very few of those enrolled 
even try to play truant Ample play 
grounds, clean, warm schoolrooms 
comfortable single desks, llgbt and 
pleasan* surroundings make school go 
Ing less irksome, and the Incentive 
for "playing out" has been removed 

Several schools rolled into one make 
many things possible. It nljows tin- 
school fund to pay for a reliable Janl 
tor, who can heat, clenn and care foi 
the property as it should be cared for

County Judge Muir Weissinger, 
Inquires Chas. C. Wheeler and Frank 
Dacher, Brenton B. Davis, architect, 
together with a number of interested 
citizens from Jeffersoutown, inspect 
ed the poorhouse farm near this 
place Saturday to see if it met the 
requirements of the institution and 
to ascertain whether or not the land 
contained enough -water to supply 
the new twenty-four thousand dollar 
building that is to be erected. 

For over a year the county magis- 
trates have been divided over the 
location of the new almshouse, some 
claiming the present farm contained 
au insufficient amount of water. The 
investigation Saturday proved be- 
yond any doubt that there is enough 
water and to spare. \ With thret 
never-failing springs, a well, and 
Chenoweth Run creek the county poor- 
farm coutains not only enough water 
to furnish the new building but, all 
the people of Jeffersontown. 

All that is cecessary to use 
this water will be the building of a 
reservoir. This statement was cor- 
roberated by Mr. Brenton B. DaviB, 
who designed the proposed new build- 
ing and who inspected the grounds. 
The farm itself proved to be richer 
and better adapted for an almshouse 
than was expected. The land is good

APPOINTED. 

leeting of the Jeffersontowr. 
Commercial Club last Friday evening 
i resolution passed ordering the pres- 
dent to name a building committee 
for the proposed new school in Jeffer- 
iontown, and W. J. Semonin, D. A. 
Davis, J. C. Bruce, J. C. Bowles and 
. Tyler were nam^d to work 
with the regular building committee 
of the County Board of Education, 
Supt. Orville J. Stivers and Jas. H. 
iates. Messrs. John B. McFerran 
nd E. R. Sprowl, who gave the 
round to the school, were named as 
honorary members of the committee. 

This action marks the tirst definite 
step toward the erection of a model 
ichool building in Jeffersontown. 
Having been assured of enough money 
to build a ten thousand dollar build- 
, the Commercial Club members 
eve they can now go on with tht 
k of soliciting funds and that at 
least fifteen thousand dollars can be 
raised by the time the money is 
needed. When once started and the 
people see that the Commercial Club 
means business there ought not to be 
any trouble in securing more sub- 
scriptions. 

The plan now is to erect a building 
to cost at least $15,000. This will

TAXI OUSTS HANSOM 



London Museum Places Old V 
cle on Exhibition. 



Thousand* of Modern Cars Now In 
8ervlce and Few of the Horse- 
Drawn ' Fare Carriers— Big 
Change in Last 7 Years. 

London. — The new London museum 
has shown its enterprise by adding a 
hansom cab to its collection, although 
there are at least four hundred of 
these vehicles still in use on the Lon- 
don streets. But the last maker of 
hansoms closed his doors three years 
ago, and the museum authorities are 
no doubt anticipating Its rapid extinc- 
tion. — ■ 

In 1905 motor taxlcabs first ap- 
peared on the streets under the hum- 
ble title of "Clarences-Mechanical 
Power," there being 19 of them a* 
compared with about 7,000 hansoms. 
In 1910 the hansoms had declined to. 
2,003, while the taxlcabs had risen te> 
6,397. 

The exact figures for today have not 
been compiled, but It is safe to esti- 
mate that there are at least 11,000 tax- 
icabs to 400 hansoms, intermittently 
employed. The refusal of the han- 
som drivers to accept the taximetf-r 
accelerated their end, for if they had 
accepted it they might have made a 
longer fight, as the Paris fiacres are 

Decoratlvely, the London streeta 
have lost by the passing of the han- 
som, for the tall, delicately poised 
carriage, shiny black, with the driver 
commanding cab and horse from his 
lofty seat and with the slender whip 
rising above all, was an outstanding 
picture of London traffic.
